The now Secretary of State, Freder- 


ick f. Fuelinshnyaen, is Cl yoara of age. 
He comes from a very distinguish^! fam- 
ily. ouo which has been prominent in the 
politic* of 
the country for more than 


half a century. Uo 13 a nephew anil 
adopted «on of Theodore Prehnghuysen, 
also B native of Millstown, who died in 
New Brunswick, N. J:, i,, 1882, aged 75. 
Theodore, the mule, was a graduate of 
*-nnceton. Attorney General of 
Jersey from 18|8 ,„ 
Elector in 1829 aml Solmtor iu Coutyresfg 
from 1«». to 1350. when ho resigned? He 
was candidate for V,co President ou the 
Whig ticket with Ueury Clay. 


The new Secretary of State was grad- 


uated from Rutgor's college in 183(5. and 
studied law and was admitted to the bar 
in 1839. Ho was appointed Attorney 
General of New Jewey, HI 1SG1, and in 
1868 was appointed to the United States 
Senate to fill a vacancy. 
The Legisla- 


ture in Sannary, 1867, confirmed the ap- 
pointment, electing him for the unex- 
pired term, and was re-elected in 1869 
for a full term o£ six years. In 1870, 
President Grant offered tlio English mis- 
sion to Mr. Frelinghnysciu but it was de- 
clined.

that u daughter of Houry Clay lies bur- 
ied iu the old Baptist graveyard iu the 
western part of Lebanon, Ohio. 
The 


tomb, or sepulcher. is in tho northern 
part of tho graveyard, iu tho shadow of 
tho old Baptist Church, and near a 
sycamore tree, whoso wide-spreading 
branches reach out and droop over it. 
Near by is the grave of Joshua Collet, 
one of the first lawyers ot .Lebanon, and 
afterward supreme judge of tho state. 
Henry Clay was secretary of state in the 
cabinet of John Quinoy Adams, and was 
ou his war from his homo to Washing- 
ton when his daughter took sick here 
ft'itl died. The inscription ou the largo 
flat stone that forms the lid, or top part 
of the stone vault or tomb, is almost 
illegible from constant exposure to the 
elements. It reads as follows: "To the 
memory of Eliza H. Cloy, only daughter 
of Henry and Lnoretia Clay, who died 
on the llth of August, 1826, aged twelve 
years, during-* journey from their reai- 
dimce Bt iexinton, Ky.,. to Washington 
City. Cut off in tho bloom of a promis- 
ing life, her parents, who have erected 
this monument,

WASHINGTON, D. C., December l:i.— 


Spitzka, Quiteau's expert, has concluded 
his testimony. Ho was subjected to n 
very severe cross-examination to-day in 
the course ot which ho reiterated his sto- 
ry of yesterday—that Ouitcau was un- 
doubtedly iimiio. Ho drew pictures of 
tlio prisoner's head, winch resembled hun- 
drods of onthnoH that can bo fonmi at any 
hntters, and insisted, iu medical terms. 
thatGuiteau'scrauium w;M lop-sided, and 
that ho was generally an intellectual aud 
a 
moral 
wreck. Gaiteau 
was not 


sufficiently insane, however, to jmminel 
tho table .or denounce Spitzka, as ho has 
every other witness. Ho treated him, 011 
•u>o contrary, with the utmost considera- 
tion, and seemed to gloat over Spitzka's 
emphatic assertions that ho was insane 
and a moral imbecile. 
Tho cross-cxami'- 


nation greatly weakened Spitzka'n testi- 
mony, aud showed that he came to Wash- 
ington with a pronounced opinion, and 
had written an article denouncing the trial 
and tlio prosecution, and delivorin" his

A COBRK8FOJJDENT of the Ohio Farmer 


•Urtes that excellent results attended the 
use of dry unleashed wood nshos as a 
preventive of tho ravages of cabbage 
worms. Tho ashes were thrown on top 
of each plant, pains being token by tho 
operator to jar the plant by hitting it 
with the foot, so aa to shake the ashes 
down thoroughly between the loaves. 
Not only were the worms killed but "the 
cabbage instead of taking hurt from the 
bountiful application started with now 
life and energy." Several weeks later it 
was found necessary to repeat the appli- 
cation. Tho result of tho experiment 
was an unusually fine crop. 


AN ENGLISH gardener, Mr. Barnes, of 


Devonshire, in giving an opinion of tho 
importance of hoeing, said he "did not 
agree with those who say that one good 
weeding is worth two hpcings; I say never 
weed any crop in which a hoe can be 
got between tho plants, not so much for 
the sake of destroying tho weeds and 
vermin, which must necessarily be the 
cone if the hoeing be clone well, as for 
increasing the porosity of the soil, to al- 
low the wateir jgid: tfnr'to penetrate freely 
through it.*"Ho adds: "I am well 
convinced, by long and close practice, 
that oftentimes there is more benefit 
deriven by crops from keeping them 
well hoed than there is from keeping the 
manure applied."—Exchange.

sian or Delation - insect; powder) for 
lice on pigs, cattle and horse:}, by 
sprinkling upon aad rubbicig in.to the 
hair, and on chickens by blowing under 
the feathers with a bellows; and fine 
that it is harmless to the chick jnsl 
hatched, also sure death to fleas ou dogs. 
I have tried it on many kinds of insects 
—cabbage worms, potato bugs, flics 
bees, moths, spiders—and I have failet 
to find tho insect that would not sue 
comb to contact; and, barring tho ox 
penso, consider it ahead of all other 
powders, with the added benefit that it 
•earns not to bo the least injurious to 
vertebrate animals.

A PLOW THAT WALKS.—The steam plow 
nvented by Mr. B. S. Benson, a well- 
mown machinist of this city, has been 
rat into practical operation.

lie difficulty in adapting a traction en- 
gine to the varying conditions of the 
round over which it must move. 
An 


ngine which will run very well over B 
lard surface or linn sod will sink into 
oose loam or wet ground to a depth that 
stops all locomotion. Mr. Qqnson has 
ought to overeomo those difficulties by 
uonstructing an engine which lays down 
nnd takes up a track, over which it pro- 
>ols itsolf and draws a gang of plows af- 
eeit.' The portable track consists of 
bur endless chains, constructed of links 
or sections about fifteen inches in length. 
•Inch section has a sort of foot, with a 
laucer-slmped base projecting from it.

To CORK Co we.—For the violent in- 
ternal agony termed colic, take a ton- 
spoonful of salt iu a pint of. cold water;

The same 
will revive a person who seems almost 
dead from a heavy fall. 


CBOUP.—A towel or 
flannel cloth 


wrung out of hot vinogar in which a lit- 
tle Bait has been added, and placed apon 
the chest and throat—changing every 
ten minutes—with a dry towel thorougly 
covering it, often materially assists in re- 
lieving an attack of croup. 


To PREVENT CHOKUTO.— Break au egg 


into a cup and give it to the porsou 
choking, to swallow.

To CURE A FELON.*—As soon aa tho 
parts begin to swell get the tincture of 
lobelia and wrap tho part affected with a 
(doth; saturate it thoroughly with the 
tincture and the felon will soon: die— 
poisoned instead of hung ns felons 
ought to bo. This never falls if tried in 
season. 


MUSTARD PLASTER.—By using syrup 
or molasses for mustard plasters, they 
will keep soft and flexible, and not dry, 
up and become hard, as when mixed 
with water. A thin paper, or fine cloth 
should come between the plaster and tho 
skin.
